The fact that no north county 
representatives from the Lompoc 
Valley, Santa Maria Valley and 
Cuyama Valley areas were present 
also caused the committee to agree 
to a further session on the steering 
committee proposals presented by 
Alan 
Eschenroeder 
of 
Santa 
Barbara, chairman of the steering 
committee. 
Actmg-committee chairman C. A. 
Catlin, of Carpintería Valley, noted 
after a 45-minute discussion of the 
proposed principles that only 8 of 20 
members were present. 
“ We ve never discussed before 
what 
is 
a 
quorum 
with 
this 
committee,” commented County 
Public 
Works Director Norman 
Caldwell, who heads the County 
Water Agency staff 


The proposal which would limit 
the financial burden to those using 
imported water was seen by some 
as “ inconsistent” with the present 
county policy of taxing all property 
owners for taking part in the current 
phase of the State Project. 
“ There s a need for the full 
committee 
to 
air 
philosophical 
views on this.' said Eschenroeder. 
“ I feel it is absolutely necessary to 
get the views of north county repre­ 
sentatives, 
as 
they’re 
doing 
interesting things in agriculture up 
there, and we need their views.” 
Where water use is largely related 
to urbanization problems on the 
South Coast, present and future 
water use is more heavily related to 
agriculture in the north county, 
particularly in view of projections 
for grape growing, the committee 
was told. 
“ Grape growing can change the 
entire direction of agriculture,” 
commented Catlin, a Carpinteria 
Valley rancher who is on the 
Carpinteria County Water District 
board. 


The 
six-point 
pricing 
and 
allocation principles included: (1) 
Only those who use water pay; (2) 
All who use water pay (“ no special 
deals as in some districts,’ said 
Eschenroeder); (3) cost allocations 
on a “ rail ticket method rather than 
post 
stamp 
method;” 
and 
(4) 
possibility 
of 
an 
uncommitted 
reserve and who would be eligible 
for it.

—A fluid situation on water needs 
continues on the South Coast, with 
both Goleta and Montecito water 
districts revising their figures, said 
County Water Consultant Robert M.

Nixon and Jackson are agreed on 
the main points of the legislation to 
authorize the President to cut down 
on use of energy in the private and 
government 
sectors, 
order 
a 
national highway speed limit, force 
power plants to stop converting 
from coal to oil, and ease air quality 
rules so that high-pollution fuels can 
be used until the emergency passes. 


Nixon said in his message to 
Congress: 
“ It is my hope that

required, 
but 
if 
circumstances dictate there should 
be no impediment to swift action ”

Snags develop in truce plan

formal peace conference, but a last 
minute disagreement developed in 
Israel and the cabinet met in 
emergency session to study the 
snags.

meantime there was no official 
comment 
on 
his announcement

—Elements of the Egyptian 3rd 
Army moved westward during the 
night from their positions on the 
east bank of the Suez Canal. Israeli 
troops noted the movement at dawn 
and warned U.N. observers they 


would open fire unless the Egyptians 
withdrew. They did. 


—Syrian troops on the northern 
front repeatedly opened fire at 
Israeli patrols with small arms and 
sporadic artillery fire during a 
three-hour span during the morning.

Ambassador 
John 
Scali 
delivered 
details of 
Kissinger’s 
peace stabilization plan to U N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim 
in New York today, and called it

Watergate six sentenced 


WASHINGTON (U P I)—E. Howard Hunt was given a minimum sentence 
of 2-Vz years in prison and five other original Watergate defendants were 
assessed lesser terms today by Judge John J. Sirica for their roles in the 
break-in at Democratic national headquarters. 
James W. McCord, like Hunt one of the leaders of the burglary, drew a 
one to five year sentence, the same minimum sentence as three Miami area 
men. Hunt’s maximum sentence was eight years, plus a fine of $10,000. 
Since the three Miamians have been behind bars nearly 11 months, their 
sentences may expire in time for their release before Christmas. 
Bernard L. Barker, a fourth member of what their lawyers referred to as 
the Miami area “ soldiers,” received a sentence of 18 months minimum 
jmd six years at the most, apparently because he recruited the other three. 


cove area by the warm sea water 
discharge from their Diablo Canyon 
nuclear power facility. 
The utility’s prediction is that 
there will be no serious marine 
ecological damage beyond the Cove 
and probably only some shift in life 
forms, with warm water species 
predominating, within it. 


But PG & E’s stated position is also 
that the Diablo and associated 
marine 
communities 
will 
be 
monitored 
during 
the 
plant’s 
operation, keeping open the option 
to affect changes if necessary. The 
California Department of Fish and 
Game, after studying that area, has 
stressed the need for this close 
surveillance. 


After procuring the Diablo site, on 
a windy marine terrace north of 
Avila Beach and backed up against 
the Irish Hills, PG &E initiated this 
surveillance process by contracting 
with Cal Tech marine biologist 
Wheeler North for a “ baseline 
inventory” of the existing marine 
life communities. The utility also, in 
constructing its intake structure in 
South 
Cove, 
removed 
literally 
thousands 
of 
abalone 
for 
transplanting. 


“ We’ve been monitoring outfall 
into the Pacific Ocean for 20 years,” 
Miles 
Sheldon, 
Diablo 
nuclear 
information 
specialist, 
reported. 


“ When we came to the Diablo 
Canyon site, we had a pretty good 
idea of how the outfall would effect 
the marine environment in the area 
based on Humboldt and Morro Bay 
(power plants). And Humboldt is a 
nuclear unit.” 


“ Basically,” Sheldon added, “ we 
find a shift in marine life. Some of 
the animals like the warmer water 
and others don’t. Some (people) call 
it thermal pollution, others call it 
thermal enrichment.” 


The utility’s experience at Morro 
Bay, where the extent of sea water, 
warmed up to at least four degrees 
above normal (the four degree 
isotherm), covers 24 acres, was, 
according to reports, that the only 
measurable effect on marine life 
occurs in a one and one-half acre 
area around the discharge structure 
where the sea water is heated to 10 
degrees 
above 
ambient 
temperatures, which is dominated 
by warm water species. 
But the Morro Bay 20 degree 


warmer water discharge of 450,000 
gallons 
per 
minute 
at

operation is a far cry from the 1.734 
million gallons of 18 degree heated 
water per minute to be discharged 
for both Diablo nuclear units at peak 
operation.

School 
orders 
energy 
cutback

Officials 
of 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School District today ordered an 
immediate cutback in the use of 
electric power in the district’s 18 
schools, 
and 
explored 
other 
economies to meet the appeal of 
President Nixon’s energy crisis 
message. 
Joseph Carlin, chief business and 
financial manager of the district, 
put on his “ other" hat to announce a 
series of actions as chief of the 
district’s physical plant. 
Here are a few of his actions and 
statements this morning: 
—Sent 
technicians 
into 
the 
classrooms 
armed 
with 
photographic 
light 
meters 
to 
determine 
the 
safe 
levels 
for 
reduction of lighting. The district 
has a sum of $102,731 budgeted this 
year for electric power. Carlin said 
he would tackle his own office first 
to reduce the present four-fixture, 
16-tube fluorescent lighting system 
to about seven or eight tubes. He 
ordered the disconnection of all 
inside and outside lights throughout 
the district th^t could be cut off 
initially, such as lights in hallways 
or 
outside 
lights 
other 
than 
critically needed security lights. He 
said the campus would be dark 
except for security lights. The two 
high school campuses will also cut 
back on outside lights immediately 
following the closing hour for adult 
education classes. Teachers also 
were instructed yesterday to turn 
classroom lights off if a room will 
be unoccupied for longer than 20 
minutes. 
—Ordered an immediate speed 
limit of 50 miles an hour on all 
school vehicles where that much 
speed is legal, and instructed school 
maintenance personnel to share the 
use of vehicles in moving around the 
sprawling 
district. 
Carlin 
said 
Chevron Co., supplier of diesel fuel 
which powers most of the district’s 
27 buses, has announced the district 
will receive the same allotment of 
diesel fuel as last year providing the 
fuel is available. No restrictions 
have 
been 
announced 
for 
the 
gasoline that the district uses in five 
district pool passenger cars and 
maintenance vehicles. The district 
spends about $21,000 a year on all 
vehicle fuel, a sum of money that 
buys about 95,000 gallons of fuel. 
—No decision has been made for 
the cutback of field trips by students 
to conserve fuel, but the question is 
being reviewed. Carlin said he has 
asked that field trips be scheduled 
as close to home as possible in order 
to cut down on the use of fuel. 
—Ordered all natural gas heating 
thermostats throughout the district 
turned down at the end of the day, 
and turned back on just soon enough 
in the morning to bring the room 
temperature back to accepted levels 
for student and teacher use. 
Meanwhile 
Carlin 
has 
called 
emergency 
meetings 
of 
key 
maintenance personnel and all lead 
custodians to assess the situation. 
“ We hope to cut down a lot,” he said 
today in announcing the actions. 
Elsewhere, Wilson Riles state 
superintendent of public instruction; 
was appealing for a high priority for 
heating fuel for classrooms. He told 
a state Energy Planning Council 
yesterday in Sacramento that some 
California 
schools 
are 
already 
beginning to feel the pinch of fuel 
shortages 
with 
“ serious" 
consequences ahead if adequate 
supplies are not maintained.

Was firing of Cox legal? 


WASHINGTON (U P I) -A federal judge agreed today to rule whether the 
firing of Archibald Cox as special Watergate prosecutor was lawful. 
U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell gave Justice Department lawyers 
until Monday night to submit any legal arguments they want to make before 
he reaches a decision. 
Consumer Advocate Ralph Nader and three members of Congress 
brought a suit to force acting Attorney General Robert H Bork to reinstate 
Cox and also to reinstitute Cox’s office which Bork abolished at the time he 
fired Cox on Oct. 20. 


Government attorneys conceded at a hearing before Gesell that Cox had 
not committed any “ extraordinary improprieties” while in office and was 
fired solely because President Nixon ordered it.

A contract alloting $410,000 to the San Francisco 
consultant firm of Livingston and Blayney to revise and 
update the eight-year-old county m aster plan is expected to 
be given

To finance the project, the board is 
now being asked to transfer an added $202,000 from the 
county’s revenue-sharing trust fund to the Planning 
Departm ent appropriation to provide both for financing the 
contract and augmentation of Planning Departm ent staff.

Developers of Zaca Lake resort in Santa Ynez Valley 
failed Thursday to win support from the County Park 
Commission of their plans for a m ajor expansion to provide 
320 overnight camp sites and related activities. 
However, the commission voted to delete a suggestion 
from Parks Director Michael Pahos that the county urge 
consideration be given to acquire and develop Zaca Lake as 
a state overnight camping ground. 
Commission chairm an Hal Bruington told Howard Olsen, 
Zaca Lake operator, and Frederick Kling, counsel for 
Olsen, that he felt it would be “ prem ature at this time for 
the commission to support’’ the expansion project until a 
complete environmental impact report was filed with the 
county. 
Other commission m em bers indicated they felt the 320- 
unit expansion project would bring about overuse of a 
fragile forest-lake area adjoining the Los Padres National 
Forest near Figueroa Mt. 
Both Olsen and Kling took turns asking for park, 
commission endorsement, but the commission refused to 
go farther than to say that state operation apparently 
wouldn’t be the best thing for the property.

WASHINGTON (UPI> - Sen J. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark , today called on the United States and the Soviet Union 
to persuade and pressure Israel to give up Arab territory 
conquered since 1967 in exchange for a superpower 
guarantee of her security. 
Fulbright. chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said the precise terms of a peace settlement 
for the Middle East would have to be worked out in 
protracted negotiations. 
“ But the general requirements are clear, Fulbright said 
in a Senate speech “ The recovery of lost lands by the 
Arabs and security for Israel " 
Fulbright said: “ It is up to us, and up to the Russians, 
working through the United Nations, to apply whatever 
degree of persuasion we can. or whatever degree of 
pressure we must, to bring about a compromise peace 
based upon the principles of the Security Council Resolution 
of November. 1967 


“ It would then be the responsibility of the Soviet Union 
and the United States, through the United Nations, to 
guarantee the settlement 
The 1967 U N. resolution calls for a peace settlement 
based on Israel’s withdrawal to her prewar borders in 
return for guarantees of her security. 
In his speech, Fulbright censured critics of U.S.-U S S R, 
detente and said “ the logical implication of the crisis of 
late October is the need to strengthen Soviet-American 
cooperation 
“ What the detractors cannot seem to get through their 
heads is that there is no alternative except endless 
conflict,’’ Fulbright said “ We and the Russians have to get 
along with each other, because in matters of world peace, 
neither can get along without the other ” 


Fulbright said that in achieving a middle east peace 
settlement “ concessions —great concessions—will be 
required on both sides."

Eagles: a storm between 2 storms

Last week the Lompoc Braves escaped the Northern 
League critical list by battling back in the final quarter 
to tie the Santa Maria Saints in a rugged ballgame. 
Next week the Braves take on Cabrillo, and you know 
what kind of game that always is. 
Tonight, then, would be an ideal time for a little R&R 
against a pushover opponent In recent years, the Arroyo 
Grande Eagles would have fit the bill prefectly, giving 
the Braves time to catch their breath between two 
important battles. 
But not this year The Eagles have gone to two-platoon 
football, have developed a decent passing attack, have 
come up with a dangerous backfield and a stout defense, 
and have been giving people trouble. 
Just last week Arroyo made Cabrillo sweat it out for 46 
minutes before the Conqs won 8-7. Undefeated in pre­ 
league action, AG lost to Santa Maria 16-0 in the league 
opener on a night when Eagle punters averaged nine 
yards a kick 
“ All you have to do is win two more games and you’re 
in the playoffs,” someone said to Lompoc coach Jim 
Spruill. 
“ All we have to do is win six more and we’re CIF 


champs,” Spruill deadpanned. 
“ We think Arroyo Grande is a pretty good football 
team,” said Spruill. “ They moved the ball all over the 
field against Cabrillo, but key fumbles and interceptions 
hurt them. They defensed Cabrillo pretty well. And they

World Open: 9-under for Gibby 


Gilbert scorches Pinehurst 


THIS IS the real Eric Grinstead, 
Lompoc defensive back. We (The 
Record) had the wrong picture over 
the right caption in Wednesday’s 
sports section. 


PINEHURST, N.C. (U PI) - Gibby Gilbert, tired of 
being an also-ran, was ready to quit golf three months 
ago. Winless Allen Miller, only half-jokingly, says “ I 
sorta wish he had.” 
The 32-year-old Gilbert Thursday fired a phenomenal 
eight birdies plus an eagle to offset a single bogey and 
came up with the best round ever recorded at the famous 
Pinehurst Country Club—nine-under-par 62 on the 7,007- 
yard No. 2 course. 
That gave him a five-stroke lead entering the second 
round of the marathon $500,000 World Open golf 
championship, the richest event in PGA history. 
Runnerup Miller was alone with a 67 on the No. 4 course, 
where veteran Miller Barber fired a 68 to stand alone in 
third place. 
Only a dozen golfers managed to break par in the first 
round of the 144-hole event. South African Gary Player, a 
top favorite for the $100,000 first prize who settled for a 
73 Thursday, predicted that even par for the eight rounds 
would “ easily” win the tournament. 


Gilbert, whose 62 shattered a course record of 65 for 
the No. 2 course, has notched only one victory, in the 1970 
Houston Open, since joining the tour five years ago. He 
hasn’t managed better than fifth at Westchester this 
year and after a dismal showing in the American Golf 
Classic, he said, “ I figured it was all over. 
“ I already had another job lined up as a sales represen­ 
tative,” he said. “ I ’d been playing real bad for three 
months.” 


But Jack Nicklaus, one of the noted absentees fcom the 
World Open, gave him some advice— see Jack Grout, 
Nicklaus’ old tutor. 


“ Grout helped straighten out my hook and in seven of 
the next eight tournaments I finished in the top 25,“ he 
said. “ Now I have to play some more.” 


Miller, 25, thought Gilbert’s round was “ incredible.” 
And he was proud of his own, especially because of the 
course he was playing on.

“That is true; the President did watch the game on televi­ 
sion here in the White House,” said a top press official, who 
asked not to be identified. “ 1 didn’t get to watch the whole 
game myself,” the press aide said. I was busy on the plume 
working on the Middle Fast problem.” 
Nixon reached Allen at the teams victory party at the 
Statler Hilton Hotel. The call was taken by a Redskin who 
thought it was a joke. “ Hey, go call George quick,” the play­ 
er said, doubling over with laughter. “ It’s the President and 
he’s going to offer George a new job as attorney general. He 
wants him to bring Torgy along with him 
Defensive coach LaVern Torgeson, no stranger to locker 
room pranks, responded in kind. “ Hell, no; I don t want that 
job I don’t want to be fired tomorrow.”

WASHINGTON - The ground 
swell across the country for the 
impeachment of the President or, 
failing that, for his resignation is a 
new phenomenon quite unlike the 
mass protests of the past. The young 
on the campuses are not burning 
down ROTC buildings or trashing 
university libraries. 
Instead they 
are 
organizing 
teach-ins 
and 
seminars 
on the dilemma of a 
government headed by a crippled 
President. Many of the young are 
those who worked for Sen. George 
M cGovern 
until 
they 
were 
disillusioned in the last phase of the 
campaign. 
Their 
attitude 
today is different. 
Deeply 
concerned 
over the future of 
the country, 
they 
are determined not 
only on a serious 
inquiry into every 
aspect of the consti­ 
tutional crisis but 
on pursuing through 
legitimate channels the drive to 
remove the President from office 
At Yale University, where a 
confrontation of massed thousands 
once threatened to bum down the 
campus, 
students 
and 
faculty 
members met to plan their program 
of letter writing, petitions and fund 
raising. Within three days 3,200 
students had signed petitions calling 
for the President’s impeachment. 
The chairman of the Liberal Party 
of the political union reported that 
spontaneous activity had begun in 
the graduate, divinity and medical 
schools. 
All 
eight Ivy League college 
newspapers printed an identical 
editorial headed: “ Nixon Must Go.” 
“ We will settle for nothing less 
than 
im peachm ent 
of 
the 
President,” 
the 
editorial 
said. 
‘‘Mere resignation is not enough.” 
Students were urged to take part in 
peaceful 
rallies 
at 
courthouses 
throughout the country ‘‘to protest 
the clear and present danger to 
democracy in these United States.”

WASHINGTON — Since January 
of this year, millions of airline 
passengers have had their hand 
baggage 
and 
personal 
carry-on 
articles physically inspected as part 
of the government’s anti-hijacking 
program. There has not been a 
single domestic hi-jack since these 
procedures were put into effect. 
Now the airlines 
are installing x-ray 
inspection systems, 
m ainly 
at 
the 
nation’s 30 largest 
airports, to perform 
the same job, they 
say, with less incon­ 
venience to passen­ 
gers. What they do 
not say, however is 
that millions of 
passengers and hundreds of workers 
are 
being 
exposed 
to 
varying 
amounts 
of 
ionizing 
radiation 
without any benefit to the anti- 
hijacking effort. In fact, relying on 
x-ray inspections instead of physical 
searches can produce less detection, 
particularly due to the mesmerizing 
effect on the young attendants 
watching the television screen. 
Radiation 
experts 
commonly 
agree that any new source of man- 
made 
radiation 
in 
our 
living 
environment poses some degree of 
potential damage to the health and 
safety of both present and future 
generations. 
Professor 
Karl 
Z. 
Morgan of the Georgia Institute of 
Technology, for example, estimates 
an annual loss of 10,000 to 20,000 
lives from genetic and somatic 
damage due to medical and dental 
diagnostic radiation exposure in 
excess of that which is useful or 
needed. While acknowledging the 
great benefits of medical x-rays, he 
urges better equipment, shielding 
inspection and adequate training of 
operators 
as 
several 
ways 
of 
reducing 
the 
risks 
of 
such 
unnecessary exposure. 
The 
F e d e ra l 
A v i a t i o n 
Administration 
( F A A ) 
which 
approved the x-ray machines to be 
installed at airports simply didn’t 
know or did not want to know what it 
was doing. 
First of all, the FAA approved 
these machines without numerous 
safeguards and threw the inspection 
functio n 
on 
the 
w o e fu lly 
underequipped 
state 
inspection 
agencies. There are no mandatory 
federal safety standards for the 
design, manufacture, operation or 
maintenance of these appliances. 
What's 
more, 
the 'difference 
between the design and operation of 
various machines is known to vary 
considerably in the radiation they 
throw off. 
Second, the approved x-ray units 
are technically unable to perceive 
certain materials which can be used 
in airborne crimes. In some cases 
items may be missed depending 
upon placement in the baggage. 
Without alarm systems, even, it is 
not surprising for the Aviation 
Consumer Action Project to report 
its 
observations 
of 
operator 
distraction and fatigue which lessen 
the level of attention paid to the 
screen. 
Third, some of the machines are 
designed in such a way that the 
operator’s hand or arm may be put 
directly into the beam. No shielding, 
film badges or other monitoring is 
required 
for 
the 
protection 
of 
employes or passengers. The FAA 
has established no hours of service 
standards for operators handling 
these machines even though some 
workers are absorbing what are 


considered 
disturbing 
levels 
of 
radiation up to 120 - 150 mR per 
week 


Many of the machines in use today 
do not meet the minimal guidelines 
of 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare which are 
very permissive to begin with. The 
FAA has approved one machine for 
which the manufacturer had no 
demonstrator 
model 
available. 
None of the x-ray systems are truly 
film safe and passengers are not 
cautioned by the airlines to take 
film out of their baggage.

For those of you who keep track of 
such things, since the Russians 
launched Sputnik I in 1957, men have 
placed more than 6,800 objects in 
earth orbit.

Of those that 
do survive re-entry, the majority 
land in the oceans and seas which 
cover three-fourths of the earth s 
surface.

body, 
the 
chances of it hitting 
anybody are “ very 
slight — about a 
billion-to-one shot,” 
says the Center. 
As far as is known, space age 
debris claimed its first and only 
victim nearly 13 years ago when a 
40-pound chunk of white-hot metal 
from a U.S. probe slammed to earth 
near a sleepy Cuban village and 
snuffed 
out 
the 
life 
of 
an 
inoffensively grazing cow. It is 
probably extremely fortunate that 
that cow was not Castro. 
But with sturdier materials and 
the increasing frequency of space 
launches, 
more 
fragments 
are 
expected to impact on land. So the 
Space Defense Center has its work 
cut out for them. They are using a 
world-wide network of radar and 
optical sensors, some of which can 
photograph an object the size of a 
basketball at 20,000 miles. They 
conduct a 24-hour surveillance and 
computer 
analysis 
on 
decaying 
space objects. 


The Center predicts what is called 
the “ geographic area envelope” of 
earth impact and issues warnings of 
potential re-entry object damage 
the same way as the weather bureau 
issues hazardous storm warnings — 
whatever good it does — for people, 
or cows. 
Some of the objects are not much 
cause for alarm. Take, for example, 
Explorer I launched in December, 
1962. It is expected to stay up until 
the year 4207. Telstar I, in space
